yesterday that he began to doubt 
the Moscow party line in 1943. 
“I was being destroyed indivi-| 
dually and I was losing all sense 
of morality,” he said, 
adding: 
“The will of the dictator was my 
moral law and that w*as destroy­ 
ing me.” 
There were other things that 
impelled him “to escape from the 
concentration camp,” he testified. 
These, he said, were his “grow­ 
ing understanding of the slave 
state 
which is 
Russia” and

OOSTMASTER Genera! Donaldson, a ea- 
reerist In the postal serv ice—one of those 
“bureaucrats’* that big gov ernment 
critics 
sneer about—risked his official neck by issu­ 
ing an economy order to the Postoffice De­ 
p artment There was an angry reaction to 
the order. 
Then, to add insult to injury, he took his 
critics to task at the close of last week in a 
strongly-worded statement defending what he 
had done. He rep eated that he intended to 
run his dep artment within the ap p rop riation 
v oted by the House of Representativ es. He 
did this in the full knowledge that the Senate 
might add to the ap p rop riation and that a 
conference committee might agree. 
Under 
the circumstances, Postmaster General Don­ 
aldson easily might hav e kep t his mouth shut 
and waited for more money. That would 
hav e been the typical bureaucratic attitude, 
as Donaldson well knows. 
He has been charged by his critics with bad 
faith in ordering sav ings. He has been ac­ 
cused of slick strategy to make the public 
sore by curtailing postal serv ice and thereby 
to force politicians to giv e his dep artment a 
larger appropriation. The charges and accu­ 
sations may be true. 
If so, the p ostmaster 
general is p utting on a conv incing act. 
It’s 
beginning to look as if he had his heart in it. 
In any ev ent, he has called the bluff of 
people w ho talk about economy but don’t 
really believ e in it, unless it’s at the other 
fellow's expense. They can p ut up or shut 
up. If thy succeed in making the Postoffice 
Dep artment abandon Donaldson’s order to 
sav e money, it will be a mile of deficit years 
before another federal bureaucrat takes the

Secretary Johnson Blows Too 


T TNLIKE Postmaster General Donaldson, who 
^ is referred to in the preceding editorial, 
Secretary of Defense Johnson is one of that 
numerous carav an of young men who mov ed 
into Washington in 1933 and stayed for dinner. 
Secretary Johnson also had something to 
say last week about people who clamor for 
economy in gov ernment until they get some— 
then clamor against it. He was talking about 
military exp enditures. 
One of his policies has been to get rid of 
useless spending, in order to apply as much 
money as possible to actual defense. This, he 
exp lained to the Ktaanis conv ention in Miami 
last week, is necessary because “Russia hopes 
to conquer America by making us ov erspend 
ourselv es on national defense until our econo­ 
my is wrecked and fertile soil is ready for 
Communists to take ov er.” 
But what happens w hen the Secretary of 
Defenre proposes to eliminate some military 
Installation w hich contributes nothing to act­ 
ual defense? 
“Ev ery time I try to p ut my hand on them,” 
Secretary Johnson told the Kiwanians in Mi­ 
ami. “somebody starts to raise hell with Louis 
Johnson. 
I'm going to keep whittling away 
at these unnecessary and unessential estab- 
1 shments regardless of the toll it takes out 
of me. ”

Mr Johnson then specified who “somebody” 
was. 
Senators, Representativ es and local 
Chambers of Commerce, he declared, were his 
chief assailants—the same “somebodies” who 
are likely to be demanding more economy,on 
alternate Thursdays.

Armed Forces

Unified Services To Celebrate Saturday 


WASHINGTON 
fjHHE military serv ices will oass 
through one more step in 
their somewhat painful unifica­ 
tion process on Armed Forces 
Day, May 20. They’ll be cheer­ 
ing for one another and jointly 
putting on parades, demonstra­ 
tions and parties. But many of the 
celebrants will undoubtedly be 
sadly recalling the past, when 
each serv ice had a day of its 
own. 
The last indiv idual celebration 
was Army Day, April 6, 19 49 — 
the anniv ersary of America’s en­ 
try in the Jirst World War. That 
afternoon President Truman and 
Secretary of 
Defense 
Johnson 
watched a parade. That night 
Johnson spoke to the Military 
Order of World Wars, a civ ilian 
organization of ex-Army officers 
who had promoted and sponsored 
Army Day from its origin in 
19 28. 


JOHNSON took the occasion to 
announce to his hosts that they 
were celebrating their last Army 
Day. He and the President, he 
said, had decided that afternoon 
there would be no more indiv id­ 
ual “days,” that in the interest 
of unification they’d all get to­ 
gether in 19 50 on one day. His 
hosts receiv ed the announcement 
coldly. 
On Aug. 30, 1949, Johnson an­ 
nounced that Armed Forces Day 
would be celebrated on the third 
Saturday in May. When the time 
came for Air Force Day, the sec­ 
ond Saturday in September, the 
occasion passed unnoticed. It had 
been celebrated only once—in 
19 48 commemorating the found­ 
ing of the Air Force Sept. 17, 
19 47. 
Secretary of the Nav y Mat­ 
thews chose Nav y Day, Oct. 27, 
19 49 , as the occasion for dismis­ 
sing the popular Chief of Nav al 
Operations, Adm. Louis E. Den- 
feld. It was a double blow to 
many Nav y men. They missed 
the old-time fanfare and public 
demonstrations. And many of 
them had warmly approv ed Den- 
feld’s criticism of the cuts in 


Nav y strength in hearings before 
Congress. 
The Nav y had been celebrating 
its day since 1922. It had been 
sponsored by the Nav y League, 
another civ ilian organization. It 
commemorated the founding of 
the Nav y in October 1775 and the 
birth 
of 
President 
Theodore 
Roosev elt, a “big Nav y” man. 
When the time came for the 
Marine 
corps 
Birthday, 
Nov . 
10, the corps fared better than 
its brother serv ices. Johnson let 
the Marines continue to celebrate 
on their posts, as long as it was 
just a family birthday party. 
They held formations of troops, 
gav e parties, cut cakes—all on 
their own 
reserv ations. 
The 
Leathernecks had been making 
a big occasion of the birthday 
since 19 21. The date is the anni­ 
v ersary of the founding of the 
corps at Tun Tav ern, in Philadel­ 
phia, in 1775. 


ACTUALLY there had nev er 
been a “Marine Day.” There had 
been only limited public p artici­ 
pation in the birthday celebra­ 
tions. The other serv ices used 
their days, howev er, to drum up 
public support—to interest Con­ 
gressmen and recruits. Thus a 
unified Armed Forces Day does 
eliminate considerable competi­ 
tion among the serv ices, both for 
appropriations* and manpower. 
There are still anniv ersary cel­ 
ebrations within the v arious serv ­ 
ices. Sime companies or squad­ 
rons holding distinguished 
unit 
citations celebrate priv ately on 
the date they were cited. 
And 
some branches of the Army, such 
as the Quartermaster, Signal or 
Engineers Corps hav e annual 
parties. 
The Nav y League intends to ob­ 
serv e Nav y Day hereafter by 
holding 
memorial 
serv ices for 
sailors buried at sea. The serv ices 
always had been a feature of the 
day’s celebrations. 
When the 
league didn’t hold them last year, 
it caught considerable criticism. 
Whether the Nav y^will be allowed 
to particip ate officially in the 
league’s memorial serv ices has 
not been announced. 


From Our Readers 


URGES HALL PRESERVATION 
Editor, The News; 
I hav e read with much inter­ 
est the account of the contro­ 
v ersy about the Old Town Hall 
in Salem and the efforts of Roy 
Harris, president of the Historical 
Society to p rev ent the destruc­ 
tion of the building. 
My concern in this matter is 
both personal and official. 
The 
American Institute of 
Architects is interested in the 
p reserv ation of imp ortant his­ 
toric buildings, as witnessed by 
the fact that we hav e a national 
committee on the Preserv ation 
of Historic Buildings, and the fact 
that we particip ate in the activ ­ 
ities af the newly established Na­ 
tional Council for Historic Sites 
and Buildings. 
Copies of this letter go to 
Dr. Turpiin C. Bannister, School 
of Architecture, Univ ersity of Il­ 
linois, chairman of the Institute’s 
committee, also to Major General 
Grant, president of the National 
Council for Historic Sites and 
Buildings. 
The reasons for my personal 
interest are many and v aried. I 
spent most of my childhood m 
Salem and was graduated from 
the high school in 1917. One of 
my earliest memories is of the 
Centennial Celebration in 1906, 
and I hav e often recalled with 
interest that that was an un­ 
usually early date for the Cen­ 
tennial of any town in Ohio. Our 
home on Ellsworth Av enue was 
across the street from one of the 
old houses which serv ed as a 
station of the Underground. 
As a rep orter I cov ered meet­ 


ings of the City Council presid­ 
ed ov er by my father, Claude 
Taylor. 
Ap art from these personal and 
sentimental 
considerations, 
I 
wish to encourage you in your 
efforts to p reserv e this building. 
As America achiev es maturity 
there is a growing and deeper 
realization of the significance of 
our historic buildings. The Greek 
Rev iv al style of which this build­ 
ing is a good example, in its 
original form, produced some of 
the finest gov ernment buildings, 
churches, and residences in most 
of the states east of the Mississip­ 
pi Riv er. 
The 
Greek Rev iv al 
style came closest to being a na­ 
tional style, and is now regarded 
with great interest 
by 
histor­ 
ians of architecture as well as 
the public in general because it 
contrasts so much in dignity and 
simplicity with the many fantas­ 
tic architectural efforts of the 
latter half of the 19 th century. 
Our interest in these old build­ 
ings is not to hold them up as ex­ 
amples for reproduction today, 
but rather as tangible ev idence 
of a high period of culture and 
accomplishment and as symbols 
of the periods which produced 
them. 
If I can be of any assistance to 
you and the other interested or­ 
ganizations in Salem, I shall be 
glad to do so.

Slight fev er and chilly sensa­ 
tions may 
dev elop. 
Headache, 
nose bleed, loss of appetite, and 
in children ev en conv ulsions, are 
sometimes 
present. 
Lessened 
urine and a 
dark, 
cloudy 
or 
bloody tinge to it is frequent. 
The diagnosis requires careful 
study by the 
physician of the 
urine, blood pressure, chemistry 
cf the blood and physical condi­ 
tion. If the nep hritis is in the 
acute stage, bed rest is necessary. 
The diet has to be carefully ad­ 
justed to the ability of the kid­ 
neys to care for the food eaten. 
The disease often comes from 
infection with germs called strep ­ 
tococci. Most streptococci yield 
to the sulfa drugs or to penicillin. 
For this reason, it may be pos­ 
sible to stop some streptococcus 
infections before they hav e had 
a chance to injure the 
kidneys 
and cause Bright’s disease. There 
hav e been some suggestions that 
one of the adrenal cortical hor­ 
mones might help» but it is too 
soon to know yet and this is in 
the experimental stage. 
In chronic nephritis, the symp­ 
toms tend to be less sev ere than 
in the acute v ariety. The accumu­ 
lation of dropsical fluid, or edema, 
is more or less typical, but there 
may not be much at first. 
When sev ere the swollen legs 
and discomfort in walking may 
be most uncomfortable and un­ 
pleasant. There can be dropsical 
fluid inside the abdominal cav ity 
and elsewhere and this 
is

NEW YORK, May 16—(AP) 
Appeals from jail sentences im 
posed on the lawyers in the Com­ 
munist conspiracy trial headed 
for the U. S. Supreme Court to* 
day. 
The U. S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals turned down yesterday a re­ 
quest for a rehearing on its pre­ 
sentences. 
District Judge Harold R. Me­ 
dina imposed the jail terms on 
five lawyers and one defendant, 
who had acted as his own coun­ 
sel, for contempt of court during 
the conspiracy trial. 
The lawyers were granted fur­ 
ther delay yesterday in starting 
to serve their sentences until the 
Supreme Court decides whether 
i will review them.
